An attempt is being made in 
Grayling this week fo raise a 
$32,000 industrial development 
fund in order to construct a fac- 
tory building near Grayling that 
will house an industry which will 
manufacture wooden reels that 
carry heavy wire and cables. 

If the money-raising venture is 
successful, the plant will begin 
operations as soon as construction 
is completed. The plant is now 
operating in Bay City where 12 
men are employed. At least 16 
men would be put to work if a 
Grayling plant is opened with the 
distinct possibility that 40 would 
be employed by the end of the 
year and a half, said Harry 
Young of Grayling who heads the 
Bay City operation now and who 
is seeking to open the plant in 
Grayling. Land is expected to 
be made available on a railroad 
siding~at-the-south-end-of Gray- 
ling for the new. plant which 
would cover 10,600--feat-with a 
good chance of enlargement in the 
near future. If the plan goes 
through the new business would 
be incorporated as the Grayling 
Reel Company, Inc.
